The principal 
alK)de of the gods was on the top of 
Mt. Olympus, in Thessaly. Here 
in the great hall of Jupiter, the 
gods assembled every day to feast 
on Ambrosia and Nectar, and to 
talk about the affairs of heaven and 
earth. The chief gods were as fol- 
lows, the lirst name being the Ro- 
man designation and the word in 
parenthesis ihe Greek name : 

Jupiter (Zeus) was the king of 
the gods and the supreme ruler of 
the universe. Thunder was his 
voice, the lightning was his dart, 
and gods and men trembled at his 
nod. 

June (Hera) was the wife of Ju- 
piter. 

Minerva (Athene) was the god- 
dess of wisdom, and sprang, full- 
armed, from the brain of Jupiter. 
She is sometimes called Pallas. 

Mars (Ares) was the god of war. 
He delighted in war and carnage. 

Vulcan (Hephaestus) was the god 
of fire. He was the blacksmith of 
Olympus and made the palaces, the 
armor, and the weapons of the other 
gods. 

Apollo, or Phoebus, was the goil 
of the sun. He waa often repu* 
sented as driving a chariot of fire 
across the heavi us. He was the 
most t>eantiful and best loved of the 
gods. He brought the Ideasing of 
the harvest, fountled the citii^s, 
healed thesiok, and promoted puri- 
ty and justice, 

Diana (Artemis) sister of Apol- 
lo, was the goddess of the chase. 
She was not only the huntress, but 
also the guardian of animals. She 
was also known as the moon god- 
dess. 

Venus (Aphrodite) was the god- 
dess of love and beauty, who ruled 
the hearts of men. 

Mercury « ) was the ser- 

vant and n cr of the other 

gods. He had wings on his feet, on 
his shoulders, and on his hat, and 
could travel with great speed. 

Vesta (He8tia)wa8 the divinity of 
the honu> iiud was worshipped HvM 
of the g' '■ feast. 

Cupitl . of Venus, was 

the small bnt mighty god of love,

Pan, the son of Mercury, was the 
god of the woods and the fields, of 
flocks and shepherds. He was half 
man and half goat, and dwelt in 
eaves or wandered in forests. 

Pluto was the god of the under- 
world and of the shades of the 
dead. As he was lord of all that 
came out of the earth, he was wor- 
shipped as the giver of wealth. 

Neptune was the god of the 
waters. His palace was in the 
depths of the vSea. He m generally 
rep: ■ with a trident in his

water. 

These are a few only of lUr^ m»iiy 
gods of Greece and Rome. To 
them, every part of the univ. 
eveiy object in nature, every .

A NEW aspirant for public favor 
and useful service among the deaf 
is the Silent Courier^ published at 
Chicago every two weeks — price |1 
a year. Jesse A. Waterman is 
publisher and his address is 805 
Bradley Place, Chicago. Jesse 
Waterman, we believe, is a gradu- 
ate of the Michigan Institution. 
He was one of the quartet who 
founder! the National Fraternal 
Society of the Deaf, and for several 
years was a prominent and inflnen- 
liai official in the Order, i^ater he 
became Identi^ed with the Knights 
of De l^Epee, and bis activity and 
fertility of mind resulted in many 
recjruits and considerable progress 
to that society, which is devoted ex- 
clusively to the Interests of the Bo- 
man Catholic deaf. Therefore it 
will readily be apparent that the 
publisher of the new newspaper or- 
gan for the deaf is a man of ability, 
push and enterprise. 

The editorial department is in 
charge of Qeorge W. Veditz, that 
redoubtable journalistic swash 
buckler of Rainbow Spa, whose 
ability to throw verbal shrapnel 
with deadly effect into the ranks of 
an enemy is only exceeded by the 
wisdom an finesse he exercises in 
doing it.

just cause to be thankful for the 
good health enjoyed by the re- 
sidents throughout the yoar, the 
farm had afforded an abundant 
supply of food for all, the financial 
affairs were in a healthy condition, 
and the deaf of the State had an 
asset that they should feel proud 
of. The erection of a new cottage 
was urged, as the present quarters 
for the men were inadequate, and it 
was impossible to add more until 
more room was provided. More- 
over, the present quarters were un- 
sanitary, owing to the crowded con- 
ditions. 

Numerous donations had been 
made to the Horap, both in money 
and articles, which were all much 
appreciated, and the givers are 
thanked for their free offerings. 

Superintendent W. E Chapman, 
in his report, states that there were 
four admissions during the year, 
one death from old ajre, 86, being 
that of Mrs. Sophia Haworth. As 
she had no living relatives, her re- 
mains were placed in the Home 
lot of Blendon Township Cemetry. 
There was one withdrawal, leaving 
the number of ** residents," at the 
close of the year, August 31st, at 
thirty. 

The oldest resident in point of 
age is Mrs. Nancy Townsend, who 
is 83. She is both deaf and blind 
and was admitted in 1897, when the 
Home was opened. Mrs. Mary 
Jones, also deaf and blind, is 80, 
and Mrs. Saphronia Johnsorj, the 
second oldest, is 82. There are 
thirteen other people in tlie Home 
between the ages of 70 and 80 ; 
three range i>etween 60 and 69, 
while there are six whose ages 
range between 62 and 5!>, There 
are three otheis l>esideH those men- 
tioned above whose eyesight is 
defective. 

From the farm and garden there 
were obtained 198 bushels of wheat, 
40 bushels of rye, and 1,000 bushels 
of corn were cribbed. This year's 
corn crop will be below that of last 
year, owing to dr3' weather, snd the 
injury done it by the mire worm in 
the early spring, necessitating a re- 
planting. Twenty-two acres of 
hay were cut, good quality but 
short, also four acres of potatoes 
planted. The garden has supplied 
all the vegetables needed. There 
were 265 quarts of strawberries 
picked, 165 quarts of tilack and tmI 
raspberries and 110 quarts of black- 
berries, lj4 bushels of plums. 
There was a good crop of grapes 
this fall, while the young orchard 
has also provided a good supply of 
apples, peaches and pears. 

It took 80 tons of coal to feed the 
four furnaces, eight stoves and 
heaters, last winter. This year 100 
tons of coal have l>een laid in. 
Thirty tons of ice were put in last 
winter, which was sufficient for the 
summer's use, and also enough of it 
was sold to pay for extra help in 
storing it. 

The Home had the following live 
stock at the close of the year, Au- 
gust 31st: Four work horses, one 
mule, one driving mare, seven cows, 
one bull, one heifer, five calves, two 
brood sows, sixteen spring pigs, 
about 125 chickens, twenty-five 
turkeys, eleven ducks and three 
guineas. Thirty-one hogs were sold, 
netting $452.51, two sows with 
seven pigs, $45, and three pig«, $15, 
netting in all, $512.51 for the year. 
In addition six fat hogs and one 
sheep were slaughtered for home use. 
During the year there was realized 
from meals, $33.10^ and from the 
sale of farm producti^, $647.91, 
making a total of $681.01. 

Among the improvements during 
the year were the building of70r 
rods of fence with concrete posts, 
the substitution of a concrete floor] 
in the horse stable, the building of 
9 450 barrel cistern near the old 
building, with pipe across the gar- 
den to connect with the water 
system at the main building, eave 
trough and conductor pipe placed 
on the old building and the roof 
repaired, where needed, on the 
barn, front porch and floor and 
fire escape were painted, and front 
grounds were filled and graded to 
conform with the new road being 
built by the county. A carriage, 
almost good as new, was purchased, 
of the future needs are the 
i ing, new sills and sidings, 

of the old barn on the new farm ; a 
silo, on account of the increase of 
stock, which would save one half Its 
cost in feed ; tilling the north fi«?ld, 
which should be done this fall ; a 
new, heavy wagon, a nmunr^^ 
spreader and grain drill, are much 
needed, and above all, a new cot- 
tage for the men.

$14,188.53, and the total expendi- 
tures for the same time were $4,286- 
14, leaving a balance of all funds of 
$9,902.39, as a nest egg.

$3,614.31, to which is added the 
$663,57, occasioned by loss through 
the failure of the Columbus Savings 
and Trust Company several years 
ago. Part of it may be restored 
through court litigation, as the mat- 
ter is now there.

Other fea- 
tures will headdresses on * 'dependent 
children/* *' Care and relief of poor 
in their homes," " Delinquency," 
discussed by a member of the board 
of managers of the New York State 
Training vSchool for Girls, and 
numerous other papers treating of 
all .sorts of dependents and criminals. 
This fairly makes us glow with 
pride. 

The second clipping is from the 
editorial page, and refers to the 
" state institution for the care of the 
insane, the deaf and dumb, the blind, 
and other unfortunates. ' ' 

Dr. Gruver is one of the broadest 
minded men in the oral camp and is 
not such a hide-bound oralist as 
many imagine him to be. He be- 
lieves that " the end is not yet," and 
that we are destined for better things 
even than pure oralism. Still, it 
would seem that to advance the in- 
terests of the oral method he is drag- 
ging all of the deaf into the same 
class with the insane, feelde-minded 
and criminal. 

It is bad enough to have the deaf 
classed with the dependents, and 
those in custodial institutions, with- 
out having the superintendents mak- 
ing special exhibits to attract undue 
attention to the matter. If they 
must attend such conferences, it 
would l>e well for them to take back 
seats, or better still, to get right up 
in meeting and declare that they 
had no business at the meeting at 
all, and then move heaven and earth 
to get out of such a classification.

Reference has been made to the 
fact that one of the greatest ear 
specialists in the country was to ad- 
dress a convention of ear specialists 
in Boston this month. In his ad- 
dress he tells the truth about the 
oralists and the oral method, and up- 
holds the beauty and the utility of 
the sign language, even to the extent 
of advocating its general use among 
hearing people as an universal lan- 
guage. 

By the time this is in print, the 
speech will have been delivered and 
it will later appear not only in the 
JouKNAi. but in a number of the 
leading periodicals devoted to the 
diffusion of knowledge pertaining to 
the ear. This is one of the best 
things that has happened to advance 
the interests of the sign language. 

There is something further to 
learn, however. This doctor had 
been bombarded with literature from 
the oral camp, as all doctors seem to 
i)e. As soon as his subject was an 
nounced, the tonihardment was re- 
doubled and the oralists brought up 
their 16-inch siege guns. An ex- 
tract from a letter of his will show 
how he has taken it :

Here you have it in a nutshell. 
The oralists are forever on the 
watch to "educate'' the public, and 
bring them to l>elieve their claims 
have a little truth in them. The 
advocates of the Combined vSyntem 
go along al>out their work, and do 
good, and then find that there is stich 
a thing as *' Parental Pressure" and 
prejudice in favor of the oral method 
on all sides. To be sure, the Com- 
bined System has not got a few hun- 
dred tl' I dollars back of it to 
run an it ion bureau ; but the 
Combined System has the deaf of 
the WORLD back of it, and the 
deaf of this country have the Na- 
tional Convenion of the Deaf and 
hundred of others not affiliated 
with the A.HscKiation ready to fight 
at the drop of the hat for the Com 
l>ined System. They pretty well 
cover the country, are willing to 
work intelligently without coni|)en- 
sation, and they will so work. If 
the superintendents, who l)elievc in 
the Co. ■ teni, would work 
with til ip direct their ef- 
forts, we could sweep the oralists oil 
the map in a couple of years, not- 
withstanding their war che.st. We 
will do it anyhow without the su- 
perintendents, and if some of the 



half-hearted superintendents persist 
in sitting on the fence, they can not 
blame anyone but themselves ; if 
they get plugged as " innocent spec- 
tators." 

Half of the superintendents of the 
big schools do not read the school 
papers. They do not try to keep 
in touch with the deaf or with what 
is going on in other schools. Con- 
trast their smug indifference with 
the way the oralists watch every 
pa]>er pertaining to the denf and are 
forever on the alert to profit by 
anything and everything that offers 
itself. 

The address of the President of 
the National Association, delivered 
at vStaunton, is said to have given 
ofTense to many of the supef in ten- 
dents. If that address offended 
them sufficiently to wake them up to 
the fact that their smug self suf- 
ficiency and lese majesty attitude 
does not go with the deaf any longer, 
and that the deaf will put a burr or 
two in their pants to wake them up 
if it is necessary, the address will 
have accomplished its purpose, 
whether or not it is printed in the 
proceedings. 

Right here we wish to appeal 
again to the deaf of the whole 
country to join the National A.ssocia- 
tion, as the only active body that is 
ready to fight for the deaf generally 
and for the Combined vSystem. We 
would appeal to the Executive Com- 
mittee, to the officers, and to every 
member, to redouble their efTorts to 
secure newtnembers.

The condition of 
the ground made it nearly impos 
sible t(» pull off trick plays to ad- 
vantage, and line plunging Inid to 
be resorted to in a pinch. Out of 
the vast number of forward passes 
we worked during the contest, only 
two came down to find a man under 
them, and the gains thus made were 
insignificant. 

Virginia securetl its lone touch- 
down during the third peiiod. 
Baines tossed a fnwartl pass to 
Oakes, but the runner was downetl 
in his tracks. Then the cadets tried 
some trick format iotis, but these 
f*)urnl the Bufi* and Blue ends wide- 
awake, and no groun** was gained. 
Finally, the Virginians fell l»at»k on 
steady line plunging. In this way, 
they made the ten yards which 
stood between them and a touch- 
down. Their try for goal failed, 
and the score stood V, M, I.-6, 
Gallandet-0. 

Several times during the game 
(4allaudet had a chance to score, 
but failed to cover the necessary 
ground. Tlie Kendall Greeners 
found it comparatively easy to 
pierce the Cadets' line in midileld, 
but ran into a stone-wall defense 
when they approached tln^r oppon- 
ent's goal-posts. The Buff and 
Blue pushed the ball down to V. M. 
I. twenty-yard line twice, and to 
their three-yani line once, but lost 
the ball each time on downs. 

Gallaudet's defeat may, in a laige 
measure, be attributed to over-con- 
fidence, more than to any superior 
niod<^ of play shown by the Virgin 
ians. The cadets were reported to 
be unusually w^mk this year, and 
our team left here with the idea 
that victory was a foregone conclu- 
sion. The only doubtful point in 
their minds was how large a score 
they could make at the Virginians' 
expense. When, however, the 
oadetis stacked up an extremely 
powerful aggiegation, the Kendail 
Greeners were (taught napping, and 
their defeat was sure from the 
first. I trust that in the future 
our men will always bear in mind 
that sagacious oh! athletic maxim, 
'* A game is not over till the end of 
tlie last minute of the last quarter," 
an<l arrang*^ tluur M#»iiniinir»u iw» 
cordingly. 

In the ab(»vo i^.'ini;*, lii*^ puiyuit: oi 
both Folty. and Martin was note- 
wotihy. Both used their thinking 
apparatus with good effect at criti- 
cal stages, and to them, as well as to 
the other members of the team, is 
due the fact that the score was not 
larger.

The first 1914-15 gathering of the 
Fanwood Literary Association oc- 
curred on Saturday evening.

The paving along the top 
of the wall is so smooth that one 
may ride over it with a bicycle, and 
the great granite blocks with which 
it is faced are smooth and as closely 
fitted as when put in place over 
2,000 years ago.
